2678 Parcels 
of Land Sold at 
Auction to State 


Thomas H. Kuchel, state con­ 
troller, today announced at Sac­ 
ramento that in cooperation with 
Miss V. M. Hyde, county tax col­ 
lector, the tax deeded lands di­ 
vision of his office was able to 
sell 2,678 parcels of tax deeded 
land at public auction and ap­ 
proved 
sales 
to 
governmental 
agencies, during the period July 
1, 1944 to June 30, 1946. These 
sales totaled $127,235.24, which 
in lieu of the delinquent taxes, 
almost was returned to the county 
after the State had deducted $2,­ 
678.00, or one dollar for each 
transaction, for costs of adminis­ 
tration. The sales also served to 
place the properties back on the 
local tax rolls. 
During the same period rentals 
from tax deeded properties in 
Riverside county, under the juris­ 
diction of Kuchel’s office, brought 
revenues totaling $6,195.76. The 
tax deeded land division was also 
instrumental in collecting $48,­ 
306.09 in delinquent taxes, and 
in returning $133,760.00 assessed 
valuation to the tax rolls. Fees 
paid to the state for adm inistra­ 
tion purposes amounted to $11,­ 
078.81. 
“We must help the home own­ 
ers of California wherever we 
can,” Kuchel said, “Tax exempt 
property is on the increase. To­ 
gether with the tax collectors in 
the. several counties, I want to 
assist in placing tax-defaulted 
property back in private hands 
to 
bear its share of the tax 
burden.”

W oodsman spare th a t shrub! 
Before you take the axe, the 
torch, or the tractor to the desert 
grow th on your land, let’s take 
a look at it. This one that you 
were about to mow dow n is an 
indigo bush. If you take a few 
of the thin tender green leaves 
betw een your fingers and crush 
them, you will discover that the 
fragrance 
of

brings you the tangy smell of 
pine forests, right in your own 
back yard. 
Much 
of

comes right from that little in­ 
digo bush. But the indigo bush 
has other virtues, too. In 
the 
spring it is covered w ith deep 
blue blossoms. These sprays of 
delicate blossoms are as attractive 
to cut and arrange in vases, to 
decorate your desert home, as any 
artificially cultivated plant you 
could find. 


W HILE WE have been exam in­ 
ing this desert shrub, tw o small 
leopard lizards have come out to 
put on a show for us. They look 
for all the world like m iniature 
dinousars, but their behavior is 
most 
entertaining. 
F irst 
they 
stand up on their hind legs and 
dance together, or are they box­ 
ing? Now they’ve decided to chase 
each other in and out around the 
bush. W hat a pity it would be to 
destroy their home! 


Besides, like so m uch of desert 
life, they not only charm the 
senses, but at the sam e time, they 
do us a service—for these m inia­ 
ture dinosaurs live on all kinds 
of destructive insects, including 
the gnats which do so much to 
destroy 
one’s good 
tem per in 
summer. 


BY THE WAY, w henever the 
subject 
of 
saving 
the 
desert 
grow th 
comes up, don’t point 
your finger at the other fellow 
and 
say: 
“Oh-oh, 
th at’s 
you! 
You're chopping down, burning 
off, tractoring out your bushes— 
you’re the one!”

T h i r t e e n Riverside 
County residents died in each of 
those m onths as a result of the 
dread disease. M arch and Decem­ 
ber followed w ith 12 victim s each.

January, 3; February, 10; April, 
9; May, 10; June, 11; July, 10; 
Septem ber, 10; October, 11.

three can be prevented if the 
presence of cancer is detected 
early and treated prom ptly.
